1 . MISSION HAS DISCUSSED WITH AGENCY STAFF ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR SUBJECT TRAINING COURSE TO BE HELD AT SANDIA 
LABORATORIES, ALBUQUERQUE, NEW MEXICO IN NOVEMBER 1978. 

ON BASIS THESE DISCUSSIONS AND IN VIEW REFTEL, MISSION 
PROPOSES FOLLOWING ARRANGEMENTS: 

A. ANNOUNCEMENT FOR COURSE WOULD SPECIFY THAT U.S. DOE 
IS SPONSORING TRAINING COURSE IN COOPERATION WITH IAEA. 

B. AGENCY WOULD ISSUE ANNOUNCEMENT TO ALL MEMBER STATES 
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CONTAINING NECESSARY DETAILS OF TRAINING COURSE, INCLUD- 
ING SYLLABUS DEVELOPED LAST YEAR BY AGENCY CONSULTANTS. 
(ANTICIPATE ANNOUNCEMENT TO BE ISSUED IN EARLY MARCH.) 

FYI. AGENCY HAS AGREED TO PROVIDE DRAFT ANNOUNCEMENT TO 
MISSION BY END OF THIS WEEK FOR REVIEW PRIOR TO ISSUANCE. 

MISSION WILL FORWARD TEXT TO DOE FOR REVIEW AND CON- 
CURRENCE. END FYI. 
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C. IAEA WOULD SELECT MAXIMUM OF 30 PARTICIPANTS WITH DOE 
T ARTICIIATION IN SELECTION COMMITTEE, WHICH WOULD MEET 
FOLLOWING RECEIPT AND EVALUATION OF APPLICATIONS. 

D. DOE WOULD APPOINT COURSE DIRECTOR (PRESUMABLY SOMEONE 
AT SANDIA). 

E. IAEA WOULD APPOINT SCIENTITIC/TECHNICAL ADVISER. FYI. 

THIS PROBABLY WILL BE MORAWIECKI. END FYI. 

F. COURSE DIRECTOR WOULD SELECT U.S. LECTURERS IN CONSUL- 
TATION WITH IAEA. 

G. IAEA WOULD SELECT NON-U.S. LECTURERS IN CONSULTATION 
WITH COURSE DIRECTOR. 

H. DOE WOULD PROVIDE FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE TO AGENCY. 
CURRENTLY ESTIMATED BETWEEN $35,000 AND $50,000, TO PER- 
MIT AGENCY TO HANDLE FOLLOWING COSTS: (A) ONE-HALF OF 
TRAVEL EXPENSES AND STIPEND OF $33 PER DAY FOR MAXIMUM 
OF 30 PARTICIPANTS. (LATTER FIGURE WOULD BE REDUCED IF 
U.S. PROVIDES LODGING.) NOMINATING GOVERNMENTS WOULD 
PROVIDE ONE-HALF OF TRAVEL EXPENSES, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
USUAL AGENCY PRACTICE FOR TRAINING COURSES; (B) TRAVEL 
AND PER DIEM FOR AGENCY STAFF TO ATTEND COURSE (ONE OR 
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TWO PERSONS); AND (C) TRAVEL AND PER DIEM FOR SOME NON- 
U.S. LECTURERS. AGENCY WOULD EXPECT LUMP SUM PAYMENT 
FOR THIS FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE PRIOR TO BEGINNING OF 
TRAINING COURSE TO COVER THESE COSTS. MORE PRECISE 
ESTIMATE FOR TOTAL WILL BE PROVIDED IN DUE COURSE. 
ADDITIONAL EXPENSES IN U.S., E.G., U.S. LECTURERS, PRO- 
VISION OF LECTURE ROOMS AND OTHER FACILITIES, MATERIALS 
FOR COURSE, ETC., WOULD BE HANDLED SEPARATELY BY DOE. 

RE MATTER OF VISAS (PARA 2 REFTEL), SELECTED PARTICIPANTS 
WOULD BE EXPECTED TO APPLY FOR THEIR OWN VISAS IN THEIR 
RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES AS IN OTHER IAEA TRAINING COURSES 
ALTHOUGH AGENCY WOULD BE WILLING TO ASSIST IF DIFFICULTIES 
ARISE. SUCH QUOTE ASSISTANCE UNQUOTE WOULD INVOLVE 
BRINGING PROBLEM TO MISSION’S ATTENTION AND REQUESTING OUR 
INTERVENTION IN CASE. THIS HAS NOT RPT NOT POSED ANY 
SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES IN NAST AND WE WOULD NOT RPT NOT 
EXPECT ANY IN FUTURE. 

2. RE NON-U.S. LECTURERS, AGENCY IS TENTATIVELY PLANNING 
TO INVITE FOUR TO SEVEN PERSONS FROM DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, BUT THIS IS ONLY A TENTATIVE 
PROPOSAL AND AGENCY WOULD LIKE U.S. SUGGESTIONS. AGENCY 
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HAS IN MIND PERSONS SUCH AS: A. HAGEN OR H. SCHIER FROM 
FRG, A PETIT FROM FRANCE, M. SARRAM FROM IRAN, P. EK 
FROM SWEDEN, M. RYZHOV FROM USSR, A. E. ROSS FROM UK, 

AND A. GONZALEZ FROM ARGENTINA. AGENCY IS BY NO RPT NO 
MEANS LOCKED IN ON ANY SPECIFIC INDIVIDUALS AND BELIEVES 
U.S. MAY BE AWARE OF OTHER POTENTIAL NON-U.S. LECTURERS. 
AGENCY WOULD, THEREFORE, VERY MUCH LIKE TO HAVE U.S. 
VIEWS AND SUGGESTIONS. AGENCY WOULD EXPECT NON-U.S. 
LECTURERS TO SPEAK ABOUT THEIR OWN COUNTRIES' APPROACHES 
TO PHYSICAL PROTECTION AND NATIONAL SYSTEMS. IF U.S. HAS 
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SUGGESTIONS ON NON-U.S. LECTURERS TO COVER SPECIFIC 
TOPICS IN SYLLABUS, AGENCY WOULD WELCOME THEM. TO 
ECONOMIZE ON PER DIEM, AGENCY WOULD PLAN FOR MOST NON 
U.S. LECTURERS TO BE GROUPED TOWARD END OF TRAINING 
COURSE, IN ORDER THAT THEY COULD PARTICIPATE IN PANEL 
FOLLOWING CONCLUSION OF FORMAL LECTURE PROGRAM. AGENCY 
WOULD INITIALLY REQUEST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO ASSUME 
TRAVEL AND PER DIEM COSTS FOR LECTURERS FROM THEIR 
COUNTRIES, BUT BELIEVES IT SHOULD BE PREPARED IF 
NECESSARY TO PROVIDE SUCH COSTS IF LECTURER(S) OTHERWISE 
UNABLE TO PARTICIPATE. 

3. IN ORDER TO PROCEED FURTHER, WE NEED FOLLOWING INFOR- 
MATION SOONEST: 

A. SPECIFIC DATES FOR COURSE' 
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B. DESIGNATION OF COURSE DIRECTOR, IN ORDER THAT AGENCY 
CAN BEGIN CORRESPONDENCE RE DETAILS OF IMPLEMENTING 
COURSE. 
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C. AGREEMENT ON PROPOSED ARRANGEMENTS NOTED ABOVE, 

WHICH IN DUE COURSE AGENCY WOULD EXPECT TO BE SPELLED OUT 
IN A MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING TO BE CONCLUDED BETWEEN 
USG AND AGENCY. 

D. CONFIRMATION THAT DOE WILL PROVIDE LUMP SUM PAYMENT 
TO IAEA, WITH AMOUNT TO BE DETERMINED ON BASIS MORE 
REFINED ESTIMATE. 

E. ADVICE RE LODGING, I.E., WILL IT BE PROVIDED BY U.S. 

OR WILL INDIVIDUALS BE EXPECTED TO MAKE THEIR OWN. 
ARRANGEMENTS AND HANDLE THEIR OWN PAYMENTS?
